Specifically, he asked whether re-establishment _of the GSI-5 


and GSC-6 special clerical pay rate schedule 


2. It is PMCD's understanding from OPM that the GSI-5 
a eee eae) 
were dropped in October 1981 because they now equated to the 
in-step rates for the GS-5 and -6 levels. Consequently, there 
was no longer a need for separate schedules for these two grade 
levels. All clerical employees covered by the special pay rate 
schedules received only an approximately 1.5 percent pay increase 


in October 1981 as result of the technical adjustment of plugging 
the special pay rate into the 4 October 1981 GS Schedule.

to these two schedules. He did say that, for the sake of clarity, 
we should have included a request to specifically re-establish 
these two pay schedules since that could easily have been approved 
in the same memo.
